The independ­ 
ent men mi\ that present agitation 
regarding the liquor business resulted 
largely from the breweries engaging 
in the retail business. 
They assert j 
that when the brewing companies buy 
the saloon irresponsible men arc often I 
placed in charge of the places and 
they are not run according to law. 
j 
According to it he present liquor 
regulations it is unlawful for a brew- j 
cry to own or operate a retail saloon^ 
and tile local independent saloonists J 
would like to see this law enforced if I 
the open saloon i" again permitted. 
Before tile open saloons were closed 
j nuder the local option law several of 
the places here were known a s brew­ 
ery saloons. 
W hen the licenses ex­ 
pired the bar fixtures were shipped to 
Indianapolis ond other places. When 
the brewery companies lease a build­ 
ing they arc careful that their name 
i" not connected with the lease which 
is usually written iii the name of ail 
individual party connected with the 
company. 
The liquor licenses were 
also taken out iii tin* name of the 
manager of the saloon. 
The agitation among the independ­ 
ent saloon men regarding the lease

T he presence In every departm ent 
o f sco res o f men and wo men sixty , 
seventy and eighty y ears o ld, has been 
a great o bstacle to the ado ptio n o f the 
pro gressive plans which the investiga 
to rs are wo rking o n. 
No t all these 
aged clerks are Inefficient, to be sure, 
but as a rule a perso n’s abilities do 
no t expand much after the age o f six­ 
ty , and It Is a fact that hundreds o f 
venerable men and wo men are carried 
o n the pay ro lls who no t o nly are 
wo rlh no thing, but are a po sitive det­ 
rim ent to the service. 
Ho w to get rid 
o f them witho ut causing hardship is a 
very serio us pro blem and o ne to which 
the best brains in the departm ents 
and in co ngress are giving attentio n. 
M erritt C. Chance, audito r fo r the

o f service o r majo r fractio n thereo f 
between the date o f the passage o f tin* 
act and the arrival o f the emplo y e at 
the age o f retirement. 
The bill di­ 
vides the emplo y es, fo r retirem ent pur­ 
po ses, Into three gro ups, two o f slxty - 
flve y ears and o ne o f seventy y ears 
each. 
It empo wers the president to 
designate the branches o f the service 
to be Included in each gro up. 
The bill permits 
em plo y m ent after 
reaching the age o f retirem ent, but 
pro vides fo r a deductio n o f ten per 
cent, o f the pay , the sam e to be tre a t­ 
ed as a savings acco unt and Interest 
paid thereo n and returned to the em ­ 
plo y e when he leaves 
the 
service. 
T hree o ptio ns are allo wed o n retire­ 
m ent: 
The first an annuity pay able 
quarterly thro ugho ut life, the seco nd 
the same, with the pro visio n that In 
case o f the death o f the annuitant be­ 
fo re he has received In annuities 
the 
am o un t o f his savings with Interest, 
th e balance Bhall be paid to his legal 
heirs, and the third that he may draw 
his mo ney In a lump sum. 
If, after retirement, the 
emplo y® 
« lo es no t avail hemself o f o ne o f the 
fo rego ing o ptio ns, 
but 
leaves 
the 
am o unt due him o n depo sit, interest 
at tin? rate o f two per cent, o n the 
o riginal sum left o n depo sit shall he 
credited fo r 20 y ears. 
If the mo ney Is i 
no t then withdrawn, It go es to the 
treasury . 
Mr. Chance suggests us an 
am endm ent that the retirem ent pay i 
o f ho no rably discharged \ste ra n s 
o f 
the Mexican and Civil wars shall be , 
no t less than f>() per cent, o f the aver­ 
age annual co mpensatio n during the 
entire perio d o f emplo y ment in the i 
civil service. 
The audito r say s this 
plan, co mpared with a straight civil 
pensio n paid o ut o f the federal treas- j 
ury , presents many advantages bo th 
fo r the go vernment and fo r the em­ 
plo y es. ' 


Simple and Businesslike. 
Mr. Chance, himself, in a repo rt to 
the secretary o f the treasury , made 
last February , sho wed ho w relatively 
simple and businesslike th* civil serv­ 
ice retirem ent idea Is if the go vern­ 
m ent wo uld get do wn to brass tacks 
and put it Into o peratio n. 
He sho wed 
th a t in his o wn o ffice, where mo re 
th an 700 perso ns are emplo y ed, there 
were 42 perso ns, seventy y ears o f age 
and o ver, receiving salaries aggrega­ 
ting $54,580. 
Three o f these perso ns 
w ere mo re than eighty y ears and ten 
were o ver seventy five. 
Th« * average 
age. in fact, was seventy -three 
and 
two -thirds y ears and the average sal­ 
ary $1,300. 
Under the flillett bill these 42 em­ 
plo y es wo uld receive annuities aggr** 
gating $27,09 6. 
Mr. 
Chance 
reco m­ 
mended that witho ut changing his ap 
pro priatlo n at all a pro viso be added 
autho rizing the secretary o f the treas 
ury to retire all clerks who are seven­ 
ty y ears o r o ver and who served under 
the civil service o n an annuity equal 
to 1*6 per cent, o f the 
annual 
pay 
multiplied by the num ber o f y ears o f 
service. 
This wo uld give a to tal an­ 
nuity o f $27,09 6. 
He then pro po se« ! 
that the difference, $27,481 b« used fo r 
the emplo y ment o f 
clerks 
selected 
fro m the civil service registers to fill 
their places. 
He suggested also that 
Inasmuch aa the annuities wo uld range 
In amo unt fro m under $200 to o ver 
$1 ,200, mo dificatio n might be made fix­ 
ing the minimum at $240 and the max­ 
imum at $600, as the perio ds o f service 


range fro m five y ears to fo rty -three 
y ears. 
The aggregate sum to he paid with 
these limitatio ns wo uld leave $33,542 
available fo r emplo y ment o f perso ns 
who wo uld take the places o f the 
clerks retired. 
This sum wo uld be 
eno ugh to erlplo y almo st as many 
s clerks as wo uld be retired, if the sal­ 
aries w'ere fixed at the lo wer grades, 
that Is $1,000 and $1,200. 
Ho wever, to 
prevent any reductio n In the higher 
clerical grades ^nd co nsequent o ver­ 
po pulatio n o f the lo wer clerical grades, 
Mr. Chance suggested a pro visio n In 
the law directing that the relative 
ratio o f the several clerical grades 
sho uld be maintained. 
Here was a pro po sitio n which in­ 
vo lved no increase o f appro priatio n, 
no undue hardship to the go vernment 
clerk and wo uld 
have 
mo re 
than 
do ubled the efficiency in the o ffice. 
Senato r Hale o f Maine veto ed the idea, 
as he has every o ther lo o king to the 
benefit o f tlx* go vernment clerk, and 
the plan was abando ned. 
The same 
sy stem co uld he pursued no do ubt in 
every o ther department o f the go vern­ 
ment. 
In fact, investigatio n disclo sed 
ano ther divisio n in the same building 
where co nditio ns were wo rse and bet­ 
ter results co uld have been gained 
than in the audito r’s divisio n. 
In the past the civil service 
r e t i r e ­ 
ment. Idea has suffered in the halls 
and co mmittee ro o ms o f co ngress be­ 
cause evidence has been adduced to 
sho w that the annuity plan wo uld real­ 
ly be a mo ney maker fo r the go vern­ 
ment instead o f a lo ser. 
Many co n­ 
gressmen have declared their o ppo si­ 
tio n to any scheme o f retirem ent that 
wo uld co st the go vernment mo ney , but 
they never have been 
sho wn 
that 
while spending mo ney at first to ai« l 
the scheme the 
go vernment 
really 
wo uld be saving as much If no t mo re 
than It put o ut. 
Data co vering this 
po int are no w being co mpiled by de­ 
partm ent co mmittees and the acco unt­ 
ants who have been called in to sug 
go at adm inistrative refo rms, and when 
the m atter co mes up again the states­ 
men will be sho wn that civil service 
retirem ent, co nceived and executed o n 
the right lines, means eco no my aial 
no t extravagance. 


Study ing Mail-Carry ing. 
Po stm aster 
General 
Hitchco ck is 
engaged In an effo rt to find o ut to tho 
last cent ho w much it actually co sts 
the railro ads o f the United States to 
v a n y the mails. 
Mr. Hitchco ck wants 
to cut further his departm ent deficit. 
When the po stmaster general gets 
his Info rmatio n It may be that means 
will be fo und to save the peo ple o f the 
co untry a large sum o f mo ney , and 
that they will get the benefit o f It 
thro ugh reduced po stage rates, an ex­ 
tensio n o f the rural ro ute service o r 
thro ugh so mething mo re pro fitable to 
the purse and the co nvenience o f the 
American citizen. The departm ent em­ 
plo y es, under the directio n 
o f 
the 
chief, are engaged In the giant task o f 
finding o ut definitely ho w much it 
co sts the railro ads to carry the mails 
and w hether o r no t they are making 
the eno rmo us pro fits that have been 
mo re than hinted at in co ngress and 
elsewhere. 
The magnitude o f the wo rk In hand 
may be kno wn when It Is said that a 
large part o f the^ clerical fo rce o f tho 
service is engaged in it. 
The returns 
which the railro ads make to the Inter 
state co mmerce co mmissio n are under 
study , and to these have been added 
repo rts direct fro m the railro ads tc 
tho department. 
Mo re than this, tlx* 
entire inspecto r fo rce o f tlx» service 
la lending its aid to enable the o f­ 
ficials to get figures which they can 
be sure are right. 
The co untry has been divided Into 
zo nes, and each o ne Is co nsidered s**p- 
arately . 
It is mo re co stly to carry tho 
mall In so me places than it Is in o ther 
places, and all this has to be taken 
into co nsideratio n. 
Befo re the depart 
nient gets thro ugh with its wo rk it 
will sho w what part o f the expense o f 
o pe rating the railro ads falls to the pas­ 
senger service, what part to freight 
service, what part to express service 
and what part to the mail service. Ad­ 
mittedly , the pro blem to be so lved Is 
as hard a thing as ever came o ut o f 
analy tical geo metry . 
It has been charged In co ngress and 
in the press frequently that the rail­ 
ro ads were making to o much mo ney 
o ut o f their co ntracts fo r carry ing the 
mails. 
There have been frequent at­ 
tem pts in the past to find just ho w 
much it did co st, but there was lack 
o f pro per info rmatIc n. 
To day the po st o ffice departm ent Is 
at the wo rk in earnest. 
It may 1)** 
that it will find that the railro ads have 
no t been o verpaid fo r the carry ing 
service, and it may be also that it will 
he fo und that the pro fit is so great 
that the carriers must be fo rced <o 
share all but “a reaso nable part o f 
it” with the peo ple. 
Tlx* passage o f laws In the last fo ur 
o r five y ears which give easier access 
to the reco rds o f co rpo ratio ns has 
made it so mewhat easier than it was 
in the past fo r fho departm ent to get 
at facts which are o f service in this 
wo rk. 
if the present Investigatio n sho ws 
that the go vernment can save mo ney 
o n its mail-carry ing 
co ntracts, 
the 
mo ney is go ing to be saved, !f the re­ 
po rts o f the present departm ent o f­ 
ficials have any weight. 
If la no t at all unlikely , 
ho wever, 
that o ix* cent po stage will co me as a 
result o f the saving, If saving there 
he, but it will be so mething if the de­ 
partm ent deficit can be decreased a 
lo w mo re millio ns, and it 
will 
be 
so mething mo re If it can be decreased 
to the vanishing po int.

The av erage dairyman of 20 years 
ago gav e the sanitary floor or stall 
little consideration in the constru ction 
of his cow stables, and u sed any meth­ 
od of bu ilding which best su ited his 
indiv idu al ideas. He cared little abou t 
the condition of the cow at milking 
time so long as she gav e the milk. 
The most of the old dairy barns are 
so arranged that it Is impossible to 
keep cows clean in them. 
The floors now commonly fou nd are 
dirt, wood, either block or plank, brick, 
stone, and in some cases concrete. 
Dirt of cou rse is 
v ery 
u ndesirable 
since it affords an excellent harbor 
for bacteria, insects and v ermin. 
In 
order to maintain a sanitary stable 
su ch floors mu st be eliminated. Wood­ 
en floors are abou t as u ndesirable as 
those made of dirt, bu t when care is 
exerted may be so constru cted as to 
be fairly satisfactory. 
Brick or concrete are 
the 
only 
floors one can safely say are sanitary. 
Brick shou ld be laid u pon a good su b­ 
base and if this is not a good firm 
fou ndation it shou ld be well tamped 
before laying the brick. 
The brick 
floor 
hav ing 
been 
completed, 
the

In making a concrete floor be su re 
that a su bstantial su b-base Is secu red. 
Upon this spread three inches of mixed 
j concrete, consisting of one part ce­ 
ment, 2% parts clean, coarse sand, 
J and 5 parts broken stone or clean 
grav el spread in one continu ou s layer. 
J Unless there is to be excessiv e wear 
no finishing coat is needed. 
If su ch 
a coat seems desirable in the driv e­ 
ways it shou ld be mixed 
1 part ce- 
1 merit and 2 parts sand. 
The finished 
coat shou ld be abou t 
three-fou rths 
of an inch thick and laid off in 4-inch 
squ ares, the groov es abou t one-fou rth 
inch deep. 
Finish a floor in this way 
and horses pu lling a load will not 
slip and fall. 
Stall mats shou ld be constru cted of 
sev en-eighths inch lu mber 
and

placed In the stall that they may be 
remov ed frequ ently to facilitate In 
cleansing the stall, since It is qu ite 
ev ident there will be a small amou nt 
of filth collecting from time to time, 
thu s polu ting the sanitary condition of 
the stall.

typical ill-pav ed, dirty Eu ropean town 
less than two miles away, the fly pest 
Is ev erywhere In ev idence. 
Beau tifu l walks In great v ariety are 
to be fou nd leading in all directions 
throu gh the neighboring hills. 
From 
the mou ntains, too, the Usa, a liv ely 
little stream, ru ns down throu gh the 
town and carries off the waste w’ater 
from the baths. 
No sewage or f.ith 
is allowed to defile it and consequ ent­ 
ly it retains all the charm of a clean 
cou ntry brook. 
The town is well sewered and su p­ 
plied with excellent drinking water 
from the 
Vogelsbu rg 
mou ntains, 30 
miles away. 
The fine, clean grav el 
which is freshly applied each year to 
the sidewalks and pathways keeps the 
place practically free of du st, and no 
billboards or similar nu isances are per­ 
mitted to deface the beau ty 
of

streets. 
The general note of strict 
cleanliness is well exemplified in the 
town schools.

barn is 40 feet long and 60 feet wide; 
th« * arches, which represent the bows 
of a prairie 
schooner 
or 
mov er’s 
wagon, are made of 1 inch hoards 6 
inches wide and 6 boards deep. 
The 
boards can he of any length or v ari- 
ou r lengths. 
Each board is bent to 
shape as it is nailed to the others, u s­ 
ing plenty of nails u nd giv ing a good 
lap ov er each joint. 
The half circle arches are made In 
a form constru cted of posts set a few 
ffcot apart In the grou nd and to the 
ou tside of a half circle line drawn 
with the proper radiu s. 
The « post* 
shou ld be set perpendicu lar and ex­ 


tend 3 or 4 feet ou t of the grou nd to 
make room for sev eral arches to he 
made at one time. 
These arches are 
placed abou t 3 feet apart on the side 
walls, which were bu ilt of stone 4 
feet high and 2 feet thick. The arches 
or rafters were cov ered with sheath­ 
ing and shingles, except at the top, 
which was too flat for shingles, and 
the 
metal roofing was 
u sed. 
Six 
rou nd posts were u s« -d in each end, 
extending from the top of a stone wall 
1 foot high to the arches. 
The gir­ 
ders and siding were nailed to these 
posts. 
The floor is pav ed with field stone 
abou t 12 inches deep, except 'n the 
stalls, which were filled with sand 8 
inches deep and cov ered with wooden 
blocks 4 inches long set on end. The 
stone was cov ered smooth with hard 
clay.
